2# A CASTS?.! report dated 27 Tececbar 1951 notes that sometias in either No- 
vember or December cf that year, CAUTSP.Y 10 made the acquaintance of a Russian cap- 
tAJj* rained Petrovich ANATOIII. who was reported at thot tioa as living in Johann^ 
'George natadt, DahnhofstraasahT At that time nothing n ore was knem of his official 
activity, but it appears that be paid considers ble attention to CAUTiOT 10, and 
quested another meeting. 

3. A CAUTERY report of 17 January l? r 2 states that CAUTERY 10 had agreed to 
accept AFATOUI’s suepootior; (mdo at somo undetermined time) to visit him at a 
hotol in Aucrsberg (inlhe vicinity of Johann-Ceorgonstadt) to go skiing. He had 
given her a Poste Restante address (Johanry-Coorgenstadt, Bahnhofstrasse 15) to which 
she could write accepting his invitation, and her letter (translated by one of our 
agents into Russian) net a date for 10 February 19?2. The letter also requested 
AMAT01H to write to a friend of CAUTERY l.O’s in Johann-Cteorpenatartt to acknowledge 
receipt of her letter. 

tu CAUTSIY 10 arrived at the Sporthotel in Johann-Georr,«rkJtadt on 10 February, 
as jhe had written, but was not met by ANATOLII , nor had he left 'word as to his in- 
tentions. However, shortly after her arrival, a latter for her came to her friends 
—in. Johan n^Georgenst edt f asking her to write to a Foate Hsstante address. (Photo- 
stats of this lotter are being prepared). She states that she answered as requested, 
stating that she could stay only a few more days. The answer of CAUTERY 10 was not 
picked up for two days, according to her report, but on the third day a Russian 
soldier left a large bouquet for her with her friend. (Note: AKATOLII knew that 
she could be reached through this address). 

5. CAUTERY 10 had previously made the acquaintance of a driver who knew 
ANATOIII, and now learned from him that AHATOIII was going to Chemnitz on 21 Febru- 
ary. Sho therefore wrote him that she mat leave on the train for Chemnitz at j£00, 
hoping that he would find sene way to meet her. In the course of her departure^ 
CAUTERY 10 planned to use a Soviet military vehicle to take her lugg^ to the sta- 
tion, having been authorized such service by the Soviet "Special Service C£ficer :i 
KIRILOV. As her bags were being loaded, she was approached by a Soviet officer 
and ordered to report to the nearby "TTKVD* office for questioning, anent her doings \ 
and right to use such a vehicle. She was able to talk he reel! out o f this sltuationi/
